LOST DOG LEARNS IT CAN GO HOME AGAIN

Andover did not have to look 
far for its new public health 
director. And, as the town con- 
siders spending millions to cap a 
former landfill, it is hiring some- 
one with experience in cleaning 
up a Superfund site. 

Tewksbury’s current director 
of public health, Thomas Car- 
bone, will join Andover on Feb. 
1. He has held the Tewksbury 
job since 1989. 

“I’m excited about a bit of a 
change,” Carbone told the Board 
of Selectmen on Jan. 9, the night 
it unanimously ratified his 


appointment. 

Carbone has worked with 
Everett Penney and his staff 
before. “Problems don’t stop at 
the border. We have worked on 
different issues during the 16 
years that I worked in Tewks- 
bury. I have a feeling about 
what’s going on in (Andover) 
and by all accounts, it’s a good 
town to work for,” said Carbone. 

During his tenure in Tewks- 
bury, Carbone expanded the 
town’s public health services to 
include more nursing and envi- 
ronmental programs.

He has been involved in 
cleaning up the former Rocco 
landfill in Tewksbury, a site now 
known as the Sutton Brook 
Superfund Site whose cleanup 
is being monitored by the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency. 
The former privately owned 
landfill houses a mixture of 
chemical and household waste. 
Carbone has been involved in 
the investigation, helping to fig- 
ure out what is in the landfill 
and representing the town and a 
group of potentially responsible 
contributors to the Superfund 
site. Those responsible will like- 
ly help to pay for the cleanup of 
the former dump. 

“I’ve got a decent back- 
ground in solid waste. I certain- 
ly know what to do when you 
have a hazardous waste site,” 
said Carbone. He knows that 
Andover is conducting a study 
of the former Ledge Road land- 
fill and said he will start with 


that study and more forward. 

When Carbone began his 
tenure in Tewksbury 16 years 
ago, then Andover Public 
Health Director Everett Penney 
paid him a welcome visit and 
offered his assistance if Carbone 
ever needed it. 

“Everett's been a leader ever 
since I met him,” said Carbone, 
adding that one of the attractions 
to the Andover job was working 
with the top-notch team already 
in place. 

“They are such talented peo- 
ple. I can learn new things from 
them,” he said. 

But Carbone says he will 
miss Tewksbury, especially his 
colleagues and Town Manager 
David Cressman, who entrusted 
Carbone with many opportuni- 
ties over the years. 

“It’s been a great ride. He’s a 
super guy,” said Carbone. 

Tewksbury is now gearing up 
its own search for a new health 
director and until that role is 
filled, Carbone will continue to

manage some of Tewksbury’s 
larger public health projects. 

Carbone has also been active 
in regional disaster preparedness 
programs.

Andover,” said Hodgson. “We 
thought she was gone.” 

But last Saturday, the Hodg- 
sons read an article in a Boston 
paper about a golden retriever 
who had been found in Saugus, 
Mass. Hodgson said the article, 
about abused golden retrievers, 
mentioned a rescued dog. 

Hodgson rushed over to 
Saugus to identify what she 
hoped was Tana. But the 
Saugus dog officer was off-duty 
until Monday. Although Tana 
was in an outdoor kennel, it was 
some distance away and she did 
not respond to Hodgson’s calls. 

On Monday, Sue and Tom 
Hodgson returned to Saugus, 
where they were reunited with 
Tana. 

Saugus Animal Control cap- 
tured the dog last week using a 
Have-A-Heart trap in the woods 
behind Route 1. 

“T think she’s happy to be 
back,” said Sue Hodgson, nuz- 
zling with Tana on the floor of 
the Andover home on Tuesday.

The two-month absence has 
left Tana appearing scared. She 
is not letting her owners out of 
her sight. 

“T walk out of the room and 
she starts whining,” said Hodg- 
son, who spent Tuesday jug- 
gling teaching schedules with 
her husband so that Tana had 
constant company. 

Hodgson teaches English at 
Brooks School in North 
Andover and her husband 
teaches philosophy at Phillips 
Academy. 

Tana was checked out by her 
veterinarian on Tuesday, John 
Prentiss of Bulger Animal Hos- 
pital in North Andover. She 
received a clean bill of health, 
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Dr. Steven Rinaldi 
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said Hodgson. The vet identi- 
fied the gash on the dog’s neck 
as a surface burn wound and 
guessed that she may have been 
hit by a car or crawled under a 
car to escape the cold. 

Tana seemed to be enjoying 
the spotlight on Tuesday, posing 
for pictures with numerous 
media outlets. But Hodgson 
said that one of Tana’s nick- 
names is Julia Roberts, because 
even though she is so pretty, she 
can be standoffish and apt to 
“do her own thing.” 

Losing Tana was a combina- 
tion of unlucky events, said 
Hodgson. Taria was not wearing 
her collar when she went miss- 
ing, because the Hodgsons took 
it off while brushing her earlier. 
Although Tana normally hides 
in the basement, behind the 
washing machine, during thun- 
derstorms, she panicked during 
the few seconds she went out- 
side on that November night. 

“Tt was awful. She’s part of 
our family,” said Hodgson. 
“Tell everyone in Andover to 
keep ahold of their dogs.”

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About 300 town trees targeted

National Grid will cut down 185 trees on pub- 
lic property and trim another 96 along town roads 
in an effort to reduce the number of power outages 
caused by fallen trees and limbs over the past few 
years. 

Selectmen Tuesday night agreed to National 
Grid’s “vegetation clearance program” as a way to 
“keep the power on in Andover,” board chairman 
Ted Teichert said 

The plan does not include almost 200 trees that 
need to be cut down on privately-owned land. 
National Grid will work with each resident to 
come up with a solution 

Some residents remain concerned about the 
effect tree-cutting will have on Andover’s land- 
scape 

John Pasquale of Whittier Street said he’s afraid 
if too many trees are removed throughout town it 
will look like a “hurricane hit Andover.” 

Paula Trespas of Chestnut Street had concerns 
about two specific trees, and selectmen said they'd 
approve the project with a condition that those two 
trees be examined again before being removed. 

Most of the trees to be removed are downtown 
and in Ballardvale, the two areas hardest hit by 
power outages. Fallen trees in those areas caused 
16 outages last year. 

The work will begin as soon as Monday. Tim 
Bodkin, an arborist for National Grid, said the 
company should be able to remove between 20 
and 30 trees per week 

The board held its third public hearing on the 
issue Tuesday night. Two hearings were held in 
December and 24 residents filed an appeal with 
selectmen to hold a third hearing before approving 


the plan. The power company has red-tagged all of 


the trees that will be cut down and blue-tagged all 


of the trees that will be trimmed. 

Town Plant and Facilities Director Joseph 
Piantedosi and Tree Warden Randy Pickersgill 
inspected every tree slated for removal. They both 
reported that all the trees on the list are dead, dying 
or deemed a hazard. 

“When you drive by many of the trees, they 
look perfectly healthy,” Pickersgill told the 14 res- 
idents who attended last night’s meeting. “What 
you don’t see is the holes because of insects, the 
rot and the cavities that you see when you get up 
close.” 

National Grid will pay for tree removal, tree 
trimming and all other costs associated with that 
work, including paying for police to direct traffic 
while the work is being done. 

National Grid reported that & gets 1,500 tree 
calls per year from Andover and more when there 
are bad storms. Bodkin said a crew of about 15 
takes care of all of those calls. He said removing 
the trees will cut the amount of outages due to fall- 
en trees considerably. 

Larry Hammack, lead arborist for National 
Grid, said 77 trees that will be removed are under 
three inches in diameter. He said those trees will 
be easy to replace. 

Robert Knapp of Woodland Road said he’ s| 
concerned about the aesthetics of losing so many 
trees. 

“My wife and | moved here because of the 
trees.” Knapp said. “This wholesale cutting is very 
disturbing. We want reliable power, but people 
move to Andover because of its bucolic appear- 
ance and to think of it changing this dramatically — 
can’t we find a middle ground?” he asked. “It'll be 
like day and night after the cutting.” Knapp sug- 
gested removing the trees over a five-year period,

PCCD needs two towns’ approval

A local facility for children 
needs the towns of Andover and 
Tewksbury to work together to 
help it continue its work. 

The Professional Center for 
Child Development has until 
June 30 to finish construction of 
an 8,000 square foot expansion 
project on Osgood Street needed 
to remedy inadequate classroom 
space that has been cited by the 
State. 

Andover’s building depart- 
ment will not issue a building 
permit to the school until they 
have an amended sewer agree- 
ment signed by Andover, 
Tewksbury and the school’s next 
door neighbor, Vicor Corp. The 
Andover Health Department 
will not issue a sewer permit 
until the amendment is signed 
by all parties. Vicor has offered 
to give the school 2,000 of its 
sewer capacity per day, allowing 
the center to close its outdated 
septic system and tie into 
Tewksbury’s sewer system. 

But Tewksbury’s town man- 


ager said he will not authorize 
sewer use for the school until he 
sees facts and figures that 
demonstrate the need for a 
revised agreement. 

David Cressman, town man- 
ager for Tewksbury, said he has 
yet to see architectural plans for 
the center’s expansion. Nor has 
he seen documentation that 
Vicor is authorized to give away 
its excess sewer capacity. Cress- 
man said he wants to see utiliza- 
tion records to show that 2,000 
gallons per day is an adequate 
flow for the center’s needs. He 
would also like to examine 
Vicor’s sewer use. 

“I need to obtain answers and 
those will probably come from 
the town of Andover,” he said. 

Cressman said he knows that 
Andover’s Board of Selectmen 
gave authorization to sign an 
amendment to the sewer agree- 
ment on Dec. 19, but that is the 
extent of the information he has 
received from Andover. 

In a phone interview late last 
week, Cressman said that, per 


instructions from his town’s 
Board of Selectmen, he and 
Tewksbury town counsel are 
beginning to have discussions 
with the center’s attorney, 
Andrew Caffrey. 

Caffrey had hoped that 
Tewksbury’s selectmen would 
discuss the center’s amended 
sewer agreement at their Jan. 3 
meeting, but Cressman removed 
the item from the agenda. 

“We've tried to work with 
Tewksbury to move the process 
along and we hope that they 
address it at the next Select- 
men’s meeting on Jan. 17,” said 
Caffrey. 

If the center does not take 
corrective action by June, it 
could lose its full license to 
operate a private special educa- 
tion school, its leaders have said. 
In addition to inadequate class- 
room space, the state also cited 
the center for insufficient equip- 
ment, technology and student- 
to-teacher ratios. The center has 
said it has taken steps to address 
these areas.

Work halted as Mass Highway 


reviews plan for I-93 bridge

Road construction aimed at 
improving the safety of a bridge 
over Interstate 93 has stopped as 
the state reviews an alternative 
way to do the work. 

The Massachusetts Highway 
Department’s construction pro- 
ject on High Plain Road, which 
began this October, is scheduled 
to be complete by summer 
2007, said Massachusetts High- 
way’s Spokesman Erik Abell. 
The project’s main goal is to 
create safer roadways in this 
area, with an eye toward the 
proximity of Interstate 93 to the 
site, he said. 

But, with construction equip- 
ment now blocking half of High 
Plain Road, and snow threaten- 
ing to fly, resident Paul Gigliotti 
said he is concerned the state is 
creating a safety problem cur- 
rently. High Plain Road leads to 
both High Plain Elementary and 
Wood Hill Middle schools. 

“T am curious about the fact 
that they started the construction 
and wintertime came and they 
stopped construction,” said 


Gigliotti, of Ridge Hill Way. “If 


the side they’re working on was 
a safety issue and had to be 
closed down for that reason, I 


have no problem with this, but if 


it was not and they could have 
waited until spring to start the 
project, I would say, ‘Why did 
you do it that way?’

lights [at the site] aren’t even 
working,” he said. “Construc- 
tion’s been stopped more than a 
month, I think.” 

Abell said the project is 5 per- 
cent complete and that Mass. 
Highway expects to decide on 
the alternative proposal “in the 
next couple of weeks.” 

The cessation of the project 
stems from changes to the pro- 


ject’s original plan by Ricci Con- 


struction of Georgetown, which 
Mass. Highway contracted to 
make necessary safety repairs, 
said Abell. 

“The work has been stalled 
due to an alternative proposal 
that would decrease preparatory 
work needed on the project,” he 
said. “The project includes both 
bridges’ complete demolition 
and reconstruction, and the plan 
deals with altering the preparato- 
ry work involved in the process.” 


Safety guidelines affected by 
the proposal are being reviewed. 
Abell said Mass. Highway 
intends to maintain two open 
lanes during all phases of con- 
struction on the heavily traveled 
road. 

The project’s timeline will not 
be affected regardless of whether 
the proposal is accepted, said 
Abell. 

Gigliotti is concerned that 
traffic is impeded while the state 
studies the new plan. 

“They took one lane and 
made it into two,” he said. 

While the bridge site was 
under construction earlier this 
season, police were there to 
monitor the speed of vehicles on 
High Plain Road, according to 
Gigliotti. 

“There’s no one there to 
enforce it now,” he said. “No one 
is going 20 mph.”

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Ground Round becoming 
Japanese steak house 


The Planning Board continued its public hearing on a plan to 
turn the former Ground Round site at 560 South Main St. into 
Tokyo Japanese Steak House.

Editor, Townsman: 

Since 2000, many states have 
aggressively pursued changes to 
their voting systems. And while 
Massachusetts has a sterling 
election administration record it 
can be proud of, our state has 
done little to modernize its anti- 
quated election laws. Compara- 
tively, voting in Massachusetts is 
overly burdensome and our elec- 
tion system remains vulnerable 
to serious administration prob- 
lems, such as those experienced 
in Florida and Ohio in recent 
election cycles. 

To encourage the highest pos- 
sible turnout and ensure every 
vote is counted, Massachusetts 
must make voting easier and 
more convenient. We must 
reduce registration problems, 
prevent long lines, and re-estab- 
lish voter confidence that has 


been eroded by allegations of 


impropriety across the country. 
Fortunately, the Massachu- 
setts Senate has acted on the first 
phase of this modernization 
effort by passing a bill drafted by 
the League of Women Voters, 
filed by the chairs of the Election 
Laws Committee, and endorsed 
by Secretary of State William F. 
Galvin. The House will soon 
take up the bill, which makes 
three modest reforms to expand 
the pool of election workers, bar 
election officials from major 
roles in political campaigns, and

publicize voters’ rights. 

It’s clear we need more poll 
workers. Long lines at the polls 
during high turnout elections 
effectively disenfranchise voters 
who must return to work or care 
for a child or elderly relative, and 
are frequently caused by a short- 
age of poll workers. At the same 
time, the average age of a poll 
worker is 72 years old. We face a 
looming crisis unless we add 
new recruits. 

We should follow the lead of 
35 other states that allow the hir- 
ing of poll workers who are reg- 
istered in other jurisdictions. In 
addition, we must get more 
young people involved. Already 
31 other states allow 16- and 17- 
year-olds to be poll workers. 
Massachusetts should follow 
suit. Not only would the change 
replenish the ranks but it would 
also help instill in our young 
people a sense of civic duty. 

The bill would also help 
restore public confidence in the 
election system, which was 


badly damaged when high elec- 
tion officials in other states con- 
currently ran political cam- 
paigns, by prohibiting Massa- 
chusetts election officials from 
similar activity. And it would 
ensure voters know their rights 
by requiring a Voters Bill of 
Rights be posted at polls. 
Although it’s common to 
blame non-voters for their apa- 
thy, according to the Census 
Bureau, a majority of registered 
non-voters wished to vote, but 
cited difficulties in registering or 
getting to the polls. Unlike 
Massachusetts, 24 other states 
allow unconditional absentee 
voting, and 10 states have early 
voting, which allow voters more 
flexibility in casting their vote. 
Last fall, Galvin endorsed 
unconditional absentee voting, 
and an amendment to the state 
constitution will be considered 
by the Legislature this May. 
Nearly 9 percent of Massa- 
chusetts voters were denied bal- 
lots in 2004 due to registration 


problems, and of the provisional 
ballots cast only 23 percent were 
counted. Unlike Massachusetts, 
six other states, including Maine 
and New Hampshire, allow elec- 
tion-day registration, which not 
only prevents disenfranchise- 
ment due to registration prob- 
lems, but also significantly 
boosts turnout. Why should 
Massachusetts be No. 17 of the 
states in turnout when Maine is 
No. 2 and New Hampshire is 
No. 4? 

We must act now to address 
the erosion of public confidence 
in our system. At a time when 
our country is working to secure 
democracy around the world, we 
must do everything we can to 
increase participation in our own 
democracy at home.

The School Committee will 
meet tonight in the West Junior 
High auditorium to hear public 
comment on two school build- 
ing project matters: which grade 
organization to use for the pro- 
ject, and which elementary 
school to convert to a secondary 
school. The grade organization 
decision, expected to be made 
tonight, will determine how to 
assign the srade levels kinder- 
garten-through-12 into elemen- 
tary, middle, and high school. 

It is still illegal to turn right 
on a red traffic signal in 
Andover, despite the so-called 
“right on red” legislation that 
went into effect Tuesday.

Crossroads Coffeehouse’s Jan. 14 concert features a live rock 
show celebrating the music of Neil Young's varied musical 
career. Rust Never Sleeps is a Boston-based band, formed by 
lead singer and Andover resident Ken Gibson, who bears an 
uncanny resemblance to Young in appearance, voice and stage 
: presence. The band name, Rust Never Sleeps, comes from a 
1 Young lyric and was later the title of a 1978 concert movie. 
“We had many discussions about naming the band — we 
wanted something that evoked Neil and was recognizable to 
fans,” Gibson said. “I like this name because it sums up a uni- 
versal truth — how time tirelessly erodes. In other words, rust 
never sleeps.” 

The mostly four-piece band (occasionally five-piece, when 
Gibson’s friend and proud Woodstock survivor, Bruce Diamond, 
makes the six-hour trip from Rochester, N.Y.) offers songs from 
every era of Neil Young. There’s Buffalo Springfield, Young’s 
early *70s folk-rock gems, his collaboration with Crosby, Stills 
& Nash, and the raging guitar duels between Stills and Young.

f MAGINE FINDING OUT THAT an elusive and mysterious 

race of seemingly ordinary creatures has been living

I, Freddy is an exciting and original book from an author 
relatively unknown to the United States. Originally written 
in German in 1998, J, Freddy was translated into English in 
2003 by John Brownjohn. We found it to be fresh and inter- 
esting material, rather unlike most books we find in this 
country.

Tech students work 
toward licensure, 
becoming certified

OME COSMETOLOGY STU- 
S DENTS at Greater Lawrence 
Technical School are learn- 
ing about more than makeup. 
They are learning about life. 

Working with Suzanne 
Anganes, chairwoman of the 
school’s Cosmetology Depart- 
ment, the students fit patients 
who have lost their hair during 
cancer treatment with new wigs. 

“The wigs lift spirits like you 
can’t imagine,” Anganes said. 
“Some women come in feeling 
lower than they ever have and 
many leave with big smiles. 
Their self-worth skyrockets.” 

Anganes became American 
Cancer Society-certified last year 
after she saw an ad in a local 
newspaper offering licensed cos- 
metologists the opportunity to 
become certified in the Cosmetic, 
Toiletry and Fragrance Associa- 
tion’s “Look Good, Feel Better” 
program. The program is a free, 
nonmedical, nationally based 
public service supported by the 
American Cancer Society. 

Anganes’ interest was piqued 
because she had a friend who had 
undergone treatment for cancer. 
She said getting her certification 
to run a wig bank at the school 
has done wonders for her stu- 
dents. 

“I wanted my students to help 
women who are going through a 
really rough time,” Anganes said. 
“The students can’t touch a client 
until they become licensed, but 
they can assist me by handing me 
tools and, most importantly, by 
watching and learning.” 

Anganes hopes bringing Look 
Good, Feel Better to Greater 
Lawrence will encourage at least 
some of her students to become

certified after they become 
licensed. She said cosmetology 
students receive a high school 
diploma upon graduation and 
may take the licensing exam any 
time before or after graduation. 

Sasha Ortiz, 17, a senior who 
is licensed, plans to become cer- 
tified. She said she hopes to own 
a salon someday and will incor- 
porate the Look Good, Feel Bet- 
ter program into her business. 

“It makes me feel good to help 
others,” Ortiz said. “Some of 
them just don’t care anymore, 
and we can help them start feel- 
ing good and looking good again. 
It really boosts their self-esteem.” 

Ortiz said she thinks about the 
change she saw in one client. 

“She was sad,” Ortiz said. 
“She was talking about her little 
kids and how they were feeling 
about her situation. Then we got 
her to start trying on wigs. She 
tried on a funny, weird-looking 
wig and began to laugh when she 
looked at herself.” 

Ortiz said the wig lifted her 
spirits for a few minutes. 

“She wanted a wig so her kids 
wouldn't be scared as she lost her 
hair,” Ortiz said. “She was all 
excited when we sent it to her.” 

At 17, Ortiz said, the program

has forced her to think about her 
own and her mother’s mortality. 

“Working with all of these 
clients has taught me not to 
rush,” she said. “We should take 
our time and have fun in life. If 
something like this happens, we 
should fight and look for solu- 
tions. A wig and some makeup 
are small solutions that make a 
huge difference.” 

Jesenia Gonzalez, 17, a senior 
in the program, said she will 
probably get her license before 
she graduates, and will then 
become certified. 

“I'm going to go to college, 
but Ill work while I’m going and 
I hope to keep doing this,” Gon- 
zalez said. “It makes me feel 
happy seeing our clients’ faces 
after they've been fitted for a wig. 


I’m proud to assist.” 

Anganes takes the students 
interested in the program through 
the entire process with clients. 
Numerous salons donate wigs to 
the program. 

Anganes began her career 
working as a cosmetologist and 
later went back to school to get 
her teaching certificate. She said 
18 students graduated from the 
program last year — 16 had their 
licenses before graduation. 

She says at least two of this 
year’s students are interested in 
getting certified. 

Anganes said she always 
reminds her students that they are 
not doctors, but play a very 
important role and make wonder- 
ful contributions to the lives of 
patients with cancer.

Skewering 


F, LIKE ME, YOU’RE HOSTING A PARTY for Saturday night’s big 

Patriots-Broncos AFC Divisional Playoff Game, then you 

probably are looking for some menu suggestions. However, 

your New Year’s resolution of losing weight has got you 
thinking more about achieving weight-loss goals than scoring 
touchdowns. Any idea of serving “diet food” to hungry football 
fans might sound like time for a huddle, a 
“Jet’s talk it over” with your coaches on the 
sidelines. 

But I say, “Go for it!” 

In my house, it’s difficult to identify the 
diet food from the regular stuff. One night we 
had dinner guests from California. I made an 
impressive Asian sea bass laden with scal- 
lions and fresh ginger, a side dish of veg- 
etable jasmine rice, and a huge bowl of cit- 
rus-dressed baby greens laced with julienned 
red bell peppers, grilled red pear slices and 
toasted almonds.

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Chicken Satay Skewers 
Makes 15-18 skewers 

Traditional chicken satay is served with peanut dipping sauce, 
but I dislike food that drips all over the furniture. These satay skew- 
ers eliminate the “dripping dip” issue by changing the dipping 
Sauce into a marinade. Cook up a batch and watch them disappear 
in the crowd! 

* Bamboo skewers (usually sold in packages of about 100; not enough 

for a sold-out game but enough for the crowd at your home) 


*3 Tablespoons creamy peanut butter (reduced-fat or regular; your 
choice, depending on weight goal) 


* One-half cup soy sauce (low-sodium or regular; again, your choice) 
* One-half cup lemon or lime juice (or a combination of the two) 


* 1 Tablespoon brown sugar (may use brown sugar, Splenda Sugar- 
substitute or regular brown sugar) 


* 1-2 Tablespoons curry powder (adds a pungent flavor and mild heat) 
* 2 garlic cloves, minced 


* One-half teaspoon hot pepper sauce (hey, it’s winter in both Denver 
and New England ... we need heat! Use more hot sauce if you'd 
rather be in the Caribbean) 


+ One-half Tablespoon fresh basil, minced 
* One-half Tablespoon fresh mint, minced 


*3 pounds boneless chicken breasts, cut into 1-inch chunks or sliced 
into 1-inch wide strips (chicken tenders are the perfect size) 


> PREGAME: In a mixing bowl whisk together the peanut butter, 
soy sauce, lemon or lime juice, brown sugar, curry powder, garlic 
and hot pepper sauce. Place the chicken in the marinade and refrig-

erate at least 2 hours or overnight. Generally I transfer the chicken 
and marinade to a zip-top plastic bag, squeeze out the air and seal 
it tight. This storage method seems to coat the chicken well, often- 
times better than a covered bowl does. Also note: the longer the 
chicken sits, the more flavor it will have and the more heat it will 
absorb. 

> First QuarTER: Soak the bamboo skewers in water for at 
least 20 to 30 minutes (to prevent burning). Preheat the broiler or 
grill to high heat. 

> SecoND QuarTER: Broiler method — get out the broiler pan 
and rack, and spray the rack with nonstick cooking spray. Set 
aside. Grill method — spray or lightly oil the grill racks. You don’t 
want the chicken to stick. 

p> Hacrrime: Remove the chicken from the refrigerator. 

> THIRD Quarrer: Thread several chunks or one strip of chick- 
en onto each bamboo skewer. 

> FourtH Quarter: Place the chicken skewers on the broiler 
pan and place under the heat or, if grilling, then place each skewer 
on the grill. Cook 5 minutes, then “tumover’’ and cook another 5- 
6 minutes until done. Remove from heat and place on a serving 
platter. 

> Toucnpown: Complete each pass; eat and enjoy. Let every- 
one “oooh” and “aaah” and sing your praises. 

> THE Por Arrer: If you insist on having a dip, then make 
twice the amount of marinade; use half for marinating the chicken 
and use the other half for the dip. Serve with plenty of napkins! 

> GOING FoR TWO? The recipe easily can be doubled!

John Doyle, openness 
advocate, dies at 81

John Doyle, 81, an Andover 
resident perhaps best known for 
his insistance that the public 
have access to government offi- 
cials’ conversations, died Sun- 
day, Jan. 8 at the Academy 
Manor Nursing Home in 
Andover. 

Born in Lawrence on April 
29, 1924, Doyle was involved in 
the architecture of the Collins 
Center. 

For years, he religiously 
attended selectmen’s meetings 
carrying a parabolic ear, which 
he used to record the meetings. 

“When he first showed up 
with that (ear), we wondered 
what he was doing,” said Jerry 
Silverman, former selectman, 
“but open meetings were impor- 
tant to him and, to this day, 
Town Meeting gets videotaped 
because of John Doyle. (Being) 
open to the public was very 
important to him.” 

“It made us all whisper 
because it could pick up any 


sound,” said Larry Larsen, 
another former selectman, of 
Doyle’s recorder. “He had a wry 
sense of humor and knew the 
English language very well. He 
was actually quite a funny man.” 

Doyle repeatedly asked Town 
Meeting to include money to 
record several town boards’ reg- 
ular meetings, which residents 
agreed to do one year. When 
Doyle did not include the request 
again the following year, town 
officials did not include the 
money in the Andover budget 
and stopped taping themselves 
again. 

“He was an Andover charac- 
ter but he always had the best 
interest of the town in mind,” 
said Silverman. “He was the 
conscience of Andover, although 
he was a bit eccentric.” 

“He was an articulate man 
who was passionate about 
Andover,” said Larsen. “We did- 
n’t always agree, but we got 
along.”

but Bodkin said National Grid 
wouldn’t be able to determine 
which trees should go first. 

“We wouldn’t have the relia- 
bility we need to stop the out- 
ages,” he said. 

Bodkin said National Grid 
will remove |1 percent of the 
trees on the targeted streets — 
there are 15 streets on the list 
with Highland Street having the 
most trees to be cut at 138. 

Forty-five percent of the 
town’s outages were caused by 


trees last year and 80 percent of 
the outages in the targeted areas 
were caused by trees. 

National Grid will begin 
removing and trimming trees as 
early as Monday. Bodkin said the 
company should be able to 
remove between 20 and 30 trees 
per week. “We'll take care of this 
as quickly as possible,” he said. 

Bodkin said residents will 
know when National Grid is 
ready to begin work on their 
street because the trees to be cut 
down will be marked with an 
orange X.

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Until we were 12 
or so, we'd play on 
the bandstand in the 
Park. That was in the 
late *40s and early 
*50s and the band- 
stand was in bad 
shape. The stairs 
were gone, and the 
fieldstone that had 
once supported the 
stairs had been 
sledgehammered by 
vandals. What was 
left was enough for us to climb into the 
area that once had been used by the bands. 
We'd scramble over the entire structure 
playing tag. We wouldn’t linger on the 
band stage because it smelled bad, the sort 
of combination of mold and urine that 
seems to cling to all abandoned structures. 

The game of tag didn’t last too long and 
would end with the players, three or four of 
us, sitting on the rim of the upper part of 
the structure with our legs hanging over the 
edge. The smell on the platform wasn’t too 
bad if you faced out and there was a 
| breeze. We'd sit there and talk about 
whether Ted Williams was better than Joe 
DiMaggio. 

The bandstand seemed ancient to us, 
something that had been built long ago. No 
one knew who vandalized it, and it didn’t 
seem like anything that the older kids in 
our neighborhood would do. There was a 
beech tree nearby, between the bandstand 
and the brook, that had dozens of initials 
carved in it, most old enough that the 
growth of the tree had stretched out the let- 
ters, and we assumed that those initials 
were carved by the same people who 
wrecked the bandstand. In reality, the 
bandstand wasn’t that ancient, having been 
built in 1913, only 35 to 40 years before 
we played on its ruin. It was built to match 
the fieldstone bridge (constructed previ- 
ously, in 1905) that lies several yards to its 
north. 

To me the bandstand is a tad homely, 
perhaps generic-looking is a better way of 
saying it, lacking the splash of a Victorian 
structure that most bandstands have. It is 
not a good representation of the bandstand 
era because it was built after that era, and 
its plainness may come from the fact that

hawsheen Plaza « Andover

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the pragmatic folks who were responsible 
for designing it decided to combine it with 
a toolshed. The bottom portion was made 
tall enough to allow people to walk around 
beneath the thick stage where the bands 
played. 

Perhaps function overwhelmed form, 
but, in any event, Andover built a band- 
stand. The bandstand construction came at 
the tail-end of a bigger plan that went bad 
because of poor engineering. Shortly after 
the bridge was built, the brook over which 
it stood was dammed to create a small 
pond. Unfortunately, the people who built 
the pond didn’t do their homework or, 
apparently, consult with an engineer. Any- 
one familiar with the brook — Roger’s 
Brook — would have told them that it often 
dried up in the summer leaving a fishy, 
nasty smell. Shortly after coming into exis- 
tence, the new pond dried up as well and, I 
assume, left a fishy, nasty smell. The pond 
lived a very short life. Too bad. I like to 
imagine what the Park looked like, or 
would have looked like, with a band play- 
ing in the bandstand and people strolling 
around the little pond. If only there had 
been a good engineer around when the 
Park Commissioners were making their 
plans. Yet, you can’t fault those well-inten- 
tioned folks for lack of enthusiasm. 

The concept of bandstands came to us 
from Europe, primarily England and Ger- 
many. There, and here as well, bandstands 
were associated with the brass band move- 
ment of the Victorian era. Andover had 
missed a beat as public music became very 
popular from 1850 to the end of the 19th 
Century. Brass bands had been the musical 
backdrop as American boys marched off to 
the Civil War and these bands were the 
main reason bandstands were built. 

Most bandstands in America were built 


Bandstand rarely made beautiful music 


at this time, and Andover was years behind 
when it decided to build what you see 
presently in the Park. But, of course, until 
the Park was acquired and built in 1904 
there had been no place to put a bandstand. 
So, better late than never. 

I’m sure the bandstand saw a lot of 
early activity, especially when the town 
said “good-bye” and then “welcome back’ 
to the troops of the Great War, but the tim- 
ing of its construction was otherwise 
unfortunate. Before it was two decades old, 
the Great Depression draped a heavy finan- 
cial gloom over the country and public 
money for such extravagances as the main- 
tenance of a park and bandstand was 
scarce. I suspect that it was then that the 
bandstand began its decline. Perhaps, if it 
had been more beautiful to begin with, the 
people of the town would have cared more 
about it. 

Sometime in the mid or late 1950s, the 
town put in a cheap-looking wooden stair- 
way to allow access to the stage. I don’t 
know the reason for this repair, which was 
so bad that it seemed temporary, but it did- 
n’t last long. The stairs were soon 
destroyed by vandals. During the 70s and 
early ’80s, when Whittier Street was still a 
through street near the bandstand, the 
town’s hoodlums used that area as a gath- 
ering place. It got so bad that good people 
avoided the area. Eventually, under the 
leadership of then-Town Manager Ken 
Mahony, a master plan to move the munic- 
ipal offices to their present location (the old 
Punchard High School) and fix up the Park 
resulted in the attractive setup that exists 
today. 

The bandstand will never be beautiful, 
but it’s the only one Andover has, and it 
sure has gotten some good use the last sev- 
eral years.

Some days it’s hard to believe . 


winter is less than a month old. 
The blanket of white laid down 
in early December has been 
refreshed, and the short days and 
long nights, as well as the 
stripped-down landscape, 
remind us that spring is still 
nearly three months away. And 
the weatherman is predicting 
whiteout conditions sometime 


soon. 
For residents of Andover and 
the rest of the northeast comer of 
the country, there are only two 
responses to the coming cold 
snap — stay home or get away. 
Many people do a little of both. 
Fortunately, Andover resi- 
dents have numerous ways to 
combat the cold when staying in 
town. (For getaway tips, see 
related article on page 3.) The 


greatest concerns of the season 
are two: staying connected in the 
face of weather that forces peo- 
ple into isolation, and safety 
Issues. 


Safety first 

Winter is a season that brings 
heightened risks both indoors 
and outdoors, though risks differ 
for different age groups. 

Hypothermia, for example, is 
more likely to occur among the 
elderly and infants. Infants, say 
the Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC), not only lose body heat 
more easily, but do not shiver, 
one of the body’s mechanisms 


for making warmth. They should 
be dressed warmly and never left 
in a cold room. The elderly also 
tend to produce less body heat 
due to slower metabolisms and 
less active lifestyles. It’s impor- 
tant to check room temperatures 
often during severely cold 
weather. 

Hypothermia can occur in 
less severe weather if a person 
becomes wet from sweat, rain or 
immersion in cold water. 

Body temperature that is too 
low affects the brain, making the 
victim unable to think clearly or 
move well. This makes 
hypothermia particularly dan-

gerous because a person might 
not know it is happening and 
won’t be able to do anything to 
stop it (for more about hypother- 
mia, see box, page 4). 

Keeping warm presents other 
hazards, including fire risks due 
to any open flame source, such 
as candles, fireplaces or wood- 
burning stoves. Caution in the 
placement and use of all heat 
sources will prevent many fires 
and burns. In addition, a fire 
extinguisher should be available 
in the same room where open 
fires are lit. 

The leading cause of death 
due to gas inhalation in the US 
comes from carbon monoxide, 
according to a New England 
Journal of Medicine article 
(Ernst and Zibrak, “Carbon 
Monoxide Poisoning,” New 
England Journal of Medicine, 
pp. 1603-8, Nov., 1998), which 
also cites CO poisoning as the 
most common cause of death 
due to poisoning. 

A byproduct of every type of 
fossil fuel combustion, carbon 
monoxide is fairly common in 
the environment. But it is unsta- 
ble and quickly dissipates in the 
open air. 

Carbon monoxide (CO) caus- 
es problems for people when the 
concentration in the atmosphere 
is too great. It is breathed in and 
the body’s red blood cells rapid- 
ly combine with the CO rather 
than with the oxygen in the 
atmosphere. The red blood cells 
that should be carrying oxygen 
to tissues throughout the body 
instead carry CO, which cells 
cannot use. 

Any source of combustion 
can be a source of CO, if not 
properly vented to the outdoors. 
Fireplaces, space heaters, oil 
burners and generators are just a 
few. All deplete oxygen in the air 
and produce CO. 

Odorless, colorless and taste- 
less, CO cannot be detected 
except with specially designed 
detectors. In Massachusetts, all 
homes are required to have CO 
detectors installed by March 31, 
2006. The new requirement will 
be enforced by the local fire 
departments and will primarily

Tips for dealing with winter by getting away

One way to restore spirits wilt- 
ing in the cold grip of winter is 
to escape to warmer climes, if 
only for a few days. 

A timely getaway can seem all 
the more attractive when air- 
travel prices, pressured by con- 
sumer shopping via the Internet, 
compete favorably with heating 
one’s home for the same period. 

Beware, said Tom Keefe, pres- 
ident of Addison Travel, 24 
Chestnut St., and a seasoned 
traveler himself. There’s more to 
travel than the price tag. 

And there is more than money 
at stake, according to Paula M. 
Muto, a physician with a prac- 
tice at 100 Amesbury St. in 
Lawrence that specializes in vas- 
cular and general surgery. 


Travel insurance 

When the Internet was still a 
new phenomenon, airlines deal- 
ing directly with the relatively 
few consumers savvy enough to 
make their own arrangements 
could afford to be a little flexible 
about rules such as ticket 
refunds. That’s not the case now, 
said Keefe. 

“Now they just ask, “What part 
of nonrefundable don’t you 
understand?’ And the consumer 
is out that money,” he said. 
Unfortunately, explained Keefe, 
people can easily become con- 
fused, especially when traveling 
across time zones. “They buy 
tickets arriving on the wrong 
date because they forget they 
have to cross several time zones. 
And that nonrefundable ticket is 
not such a bargain anymore.”

The days have been getting 
longer, but not noticeably so. 
Soon the daily gain will 
accelerate and, by the time of

Travel agents consider such 
factors and not only make the 
correct travel connections, but 
also make sure clients have the 
appropriate travel insurance to 
cover their risks. 

“In fact, in Massachusetts, 
travel agents are required by 
state law to advise people to 
obtain insurance,” said Keefe. 

With good reason, it seems. 
“Trip cancellations, interruptions 
and delays,” he said, are com- 
mon claims, “and the simplest 
reason is medical, especially 
when children are traveling.” 

Weather is another risk. 
According to Keefe, hurricanes 
in Mexico during the recent sea- 
son stranded hundreds of travel- 
ers. “Those with travel insurance 
had to wait out the storm like 
everyone else,” he said, “but they 
were on their way as soon as the 
weather permitted.” 

Travel agents still book as 
many as 70 percent of trips, 
according to Keefe, who worked 
several years for an airline 
before opening his agency. Per- 
sonal computers and the Internet 
are best suited for the simplest 
trips only, he concluded. 


“Economy-class syndrome” 

One phenomenon receiving 
greater attention in recent years 
could ruin not just the trip but a 
person’s life, said Dr. Paula 
Muto. 

Deep vein thrombosis, often 
termed DVT, can occur in travel-

ers who have certain risk factors 
and then embark on a long trip. 
Planes are notorious for their 
cramped aisles and seating con- 
ditions, which contribute to the 
incidence of the condition, — 
and not just among “economy- 
class” passengers. Other factors 
that are consistent throughout 
the plane, such as low cabin 
pressure and low humidity, may 
also contribute. 

According to Muto, DVT is 
the potentially life-threatening 
formation of blood clots in the 
body’s deep veins, particularly 
veins in the legs. 

Sometimes the clot breaks off, 
travels through the bloodstream, 
and obstructs a vessel in the 
lungs, restricting blood flow. 
This condition is called a pul- 
monary embolism. It damages 
tissues and causes poor lung 
function, which can be fatal. 

People who survive a first 
episode of DVT might have 
chronic swelling in the affected 
leg and pain from the blockage 
of blood flow through the vein. 
This can reduce their ability to 
live a full, active life. People 
who have had one DVT episode 
are also prone to have more. 

People with a history of car- 
diovascular disease, stroke or 
blood clots are at risk of getting 
clots in their legs during plane 
flights of 10 hours or more. 

But these aren’t the only peo- 
ple who can have this problem.

come into play at the time of sale 
or transfer of a property. 

CO can also be a problem in 
relation to the family vehicle. 
Car exhaust systems should be 
checked annually, says the CDC, 
because even a small leak can 
quickly fill the small passenger 
compartment of an automobile. 

Running a vehicle to warm it 
during cold weather is one way 
dangerous CO can build up, 
especially if the exhaust pipe is 
blocked by snow. 


Banish cabin fever 


Cold weather brings dangers 
that most people recognize, but 
it can be harder to realize the 
harmful effects of isolation that 
come with bad weather. 

While it is important to keep 
safe and warm during the winter, 
social isolation can make the 
season feel much longer and less 
comfortable than it needs to be — 
especially in Andover, where 
every age group has opportuni- 
ties to socialize. 

The Memorial Hall Library is 
a great place to start any search 
and, if the goal is meeting stimu- 
lating groups of people, it might 
also be the end of the search. 

The library hosts book groups 


that meet both in the morning 
and in the evening, including a 
discussion group that tackles the 
“great books.” 

Besides checking out terrific 
books, movies and music, check 
out the selection of books on 
tape, which are great for com- 
muters who spend long hours in 
the car.

| Warnings signs 
Adults: 

¢ shivering 

¢ exhaustion 

* confusion, fumbling hands 

* memory loss, slurred speech 
¢ drowsiness 

Infants: 

* bright red, cold skin 

¢ very low energy 


What to Do 

If any of these signs are pre- 
sent, take the person’s tempera- 
ture. If it is below 95 degrees, 
the situation is an emergency — 
get medical attention immedi- 
ately. If medical care is not 
available, begin warming the 
person: 
¢ Get the victim into a warm 
room or shelter. 
* Remove any wet clothing. 
¢ Warm the center of the body 
first: chest, neck, head, and 
groin. Use an electric blanket, 
if possible, or skin-to-skin con- 
tact under loose, dry layers of 
blankets, clothing, towels, or 
sheets. 


Hypothermia 


¢ Warm beverages can raise 
body temperature. However: 
— Do not give alcoholic bever- 
ages. 
— Do not try to give beverages 
to an unconscious person. 
¢ After body temperature has 
increased, keep the person dry 
and wrapped in a warm blanket, 
including the head and neck. 
* Get medical attention as soon 
as possible. 


Special alert 

A person with severe hypo- 
thermia may be unconscious 
and may not seem to breathe or 
have a pulse. In this case, han- 
dle the victim gently, and get 
emergency assistance immedi- 
ately. Even if the victim appears 
dead, CPR should be provided, 
and continued while the victim 
is being warmed, until the vic- 
tim responds or medical aid 
arrives. In some cases, 
hypothermia victims who 
appeared dead have been suc- 
cessfully resuscitated.

DVT can affect healthy people, 
even athletes (see box below for ‘ 
more risk factors). And it can 
occur under many conditions, 
not just on lengthy plane trips. 


What’s a traveler to do? 

The first thing to be aware of, 
said Muto, is that everyone is 
not equally at risk. “Individuals 
should know their health histo- 
ries. Average people with no 
history (of blot clot formation), 
no recent injuries or surgeries, 
and no genetic disposition, 
should not be overly con- 
cerned,” she said. 


Risk factors 
for DVT 


The basic cause of deep vein 
thrmbosis (DVT) is the pool- 
ing of blood in the veins, 
which initiates the body’s nat- 
ural clotting process. Clots 
formed in the veins might 
travel to the heart and through 
the heart to the lungs, where 
they prevent oxygenation of 
blood needed by the whole 
body, including the heart and 
brain. 


According to one Web site 
dedicated to information about 
DVT (www.dvt.net) most vic- 
tims are older than 60, but 
here are additional potential 
risk factors listed at the site: 

¢ Immobility, whether due to 
a long trip, surgery or a stroke. 

* Injuries to blood vessels, 
especially of the leg, which 
can be from an athletic injury, 
radiation therapy or surgery. 

¢ Infection or inflammatory 
diseases including lupus or 
arthritis. 

¢ Pregnant women are as 
much as five times more likely 
to develop DVT, most often in 
the third trimester or just after 
delivery. 

* Oral contraceptives also 
seem to increase the risk of 
clotting, especially when com- 
bined with other risk factors, 
such as smoking. 

¢ Smoking reduces the oxy- 
gen-carrying capacity of the 
blood and might damage ves- 
sel walls, leading to clotting. 

* Obesity, especially in those 
30 pounds or more over- 
weight, and particularly in 
association with the “apple 
shape” body. 

¢ Cancers of certain types 
can release substances that 
increase clotting. 


There are also some preven- 
tive measures anyone can take. 

Although, said Muto, there is 
no evidence that so-called 

‘compression’ stockings actual- 
ly prevent blod clots, they can 
help reduce leg swelling, which 
relieves discomfort for some 
people. “The stockings put pres- 
sure on the calf muscles and 
help return blood flow from the 
legs to the heart,” she said. 

The stockings come in various 
weights, some many times 
tighter and less elastic than oth- 
ers. Muto recommends getting 
the lightest weight available at 
the medical supplies store. Since 
the greater the elasticity, the 
higher the cost, they will also be 
the least expensive. 

“Although physicians do pre- 
scribe high compressions,” she 
said, there are two key factors in 
choosing these stockings. “If 
they are too tight, they can be

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uncomfortable. Secondly, strong 
elastic can make it very difficult 
for a person to get them on. 

“Tf (people) can’t get them on 
and can’t keep them on, the best 
stockings don’t do any good.” 

Exercise, too, is key, said 
Muto, and nothing fancy is 
called for. “Simple ankle flexing 
— pointing the toes down and 
then up toward the head — works 
the calf muscles. And it’s the 
calf muscles that bring the blood 
back to the heart.” 

Getting off the plane whenever 
that is allowed is a good idea, 
too, since it offers the opportuni- 
ty of walking and exercising 
those all-important leg muscles. 

Other good advice includes 
drinking a lot of water. Air 
inside the airplane cabin is pres- 


surized and can be very dry. 
People are continuously losing 
body fluids by way of evapora- 
tion. Low fluids can affect the 
blood, making it thicker and 
more prone to clotting. Avoiding 
alcohol intake is another good 
strategy, because it too reduces 
body fluid. 

People with cardiovascular 
disease and those at risk for 
clots in their legs should inform 
their physicians of their travel 
plans. Some might benefit from 
a single dose of heparin, a drug 
that prevents clots from forming 
and is proven effective in reduc- 
ing the risk of DVT in high-risk 
patients.

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The wind chill index is the 
temperature a person’s body 
feels when the air temperature is 
combined with the wind speed. 
It is based on the rate of heat 
loss from exposed skin caused 
by the effects of wind and cold. 

As the speed of the wind 
increases, it can carry heat away 
from people’s bodies much 
more quickly, causing skin tem- 
peratures to drop. The greater 
the wind force the greater the 
cooling effect on the body. 

When there are high winds,

serious weather-related health 
problems are more likely to 
develop, even when tempera- 
tures are only cool. 

The wind-chill chart at the 
right (from the National Weath- 
er Service) shows the difference 
between actual air temperature 
and perceived temperature, as 
well as the amount of time of 
exposure until frostbite occurs. 

It is important to realize that 
wind chill has no effect on inan- 
imate objects, which cannot 
cool below the actual air tem-

perature. But to people, wind 
chill can make weather condi- 
tions extremely dangerous. 

The National Weather Service 
issues two types of alerts con- 
cerning wind chill: 

¢ A Wind Chill Advisory is 
issued when wind chills are 
potentially hazardous. 

¢ A Wind Chill Warning is 
sisued when wind chill tempera- 
tures are life-threatening.

Wintry Andover walks

Passport requirements 


to change 


The Intelligence Reform and 
Terrorism Prevention Act of 
2004 requires that by Jan. 1, 
2008, travelers to and from the 
Caribbean, Bermuda, Panama, 
Mexico and Canada have a 
passport or other secure, accept- 
ed document to enter or re-enter 
the United States. In order to 
facilitate the implementation of 
this requirement, the Bush 
Administration is proposing to 
complete it in phases following 
a proposed timeline, which will 
be published in the Federal Reg- 
ister in the near future. 

This is a change from prior 


affect all US citizens entering 
the United States from countries 
within the Western Hemisphere 
who do not currently possess 
valid passports. This new 
requirement will also affect cer- 
tain foreign nationals who cur- 
rently are not required to present 
a passport to travel to the United 
States. Most Canadian citizens, 
citizens of Bermuda, and, to a 
lesser degree, Mexican citizens 
will be affected by the imple- 
mentation of this requirement.
